“FAMILY CODES” BANNED 
In a special release received by the Times-Mirror 
from the Fourth Naval District, Public Relations Office, 
naval authorities appeal to the wives, sweethearts and 
relatives of men on active duty with the Navy to put 
an end to the use of “family codes.” 
Family code is the name given to any unofficial and 
private method resorted to by those at home in writing 
to men on duty—and used by men in writing home 
for communicating information which the censors would 
refuse to pass in plain language. 
The use of such codes has been uncovered frequently 
and strict disciplinary action for the man in the service 
involved has resulted. 
The Navy now seeks to break 
up the use of such codes by appealing directly to the 
public. 
“Men can and do get into serious trouble when their 
codes are discovered,” said a Navy spokesman. “Some 
of the codes are so crude as to be almost immediately 
apparent. Others are more ingenious, but all of them 
can be detected quite readily by an expert. 
“Just because a man hasn’t been disciplined for com­ 
promising the censorship does not mean he is not under 
surveillance. The best favor that those at home can do 
their man on the battlefront is to cease the use of such 
codes and cease it at o n c e — before its use brings trouble 
to their Navy man.” 
American censorship of letters has been liberal, it 
was pointed out, and there is little reason for a cor­ 
respondent resorting to a code except to divulge some­ 
thing that should not be revealed. 
Men are free to discuss family affairs in their letters, 
it was further said, and any idea that the censor cares 
about a man’s private affairs is false. 
The truth is 
that a censor is kept so busy that he never has time 
to interest himself in detail but necessarily confines 
his scrutiny to an examination for items which might 
compromise naval security. 
Regardless of how harmless or trivial the message 
may seem to the individual writing the letter, the Navy 
urges that it be written in plain language, so that if the 
m atter is deemed improper, it may be deleted before 
it can fall into enemy hands.

ADICAL departures from 
long observed rules re­ 
garding United States five cent 
stamps mark the commemora­ 
tive issue honoring Poland’s 
resistance

stamp, first of a series of eleven 
which will be issued to commem­ 
orate opposition of Axis over-run 
countries 
of 
Europe, 
will 
be 
placed on sale in Washington and 
Chicago June 22. 
The Polish stamp, illustrated 
here, will have a purple back­ 
ground instead of the usual blue 
that 
has 
distinguished 
United 
States stamps of this denomina­ 
tion for many years. The flag of 
Poland will appear in its red and 
white colors as the central design 
to add two more distinctive fea­ 
tures. It will be the first time that 
the flag of another nation has 
appeared on 
a stamp of this 
country and one of the few times 
that more than one color has been 
used on a U.S. stamp. 
At the left of the central flag 
subject is pictured a phoenix, the 
mythical bird which to the Egyp- 
tions symbolizes renewal of life, 
while at the right is the figure of 
a kneeling woman with chains 
dangling from each wrist to por­ 
tray the breaking of the shackles 
of oppression and enforced servi­ 
tude.

Previous rulings had lim ited its 
u-e to certain specified crops, and 
v ad e V icto ry gardeners could buy 
it, they had to m ake a written 
promise to u 'e it only on those 
crops. 
Now, In quantities of one 
pound or less, it can be bought and 
used without such a promise, and 
without rest; iction. 
This new titling only applies to 
sm all packages of roterot e now in 
dealers’ hands, however, so a short­ 
age of this m aterial m ay develop. 
In that case, arsenic for leaf eat­ 
ers and nicotine sulphate for juice 
drinkers m ay become the chief re 
Hance of Victory gardeners, and 
both these m aterials are poisonous 
to animals.
